San Francisco, June 17 (special) —A mysterious 
traveler, arrested 10 days ago with seven birth certificates 
and three passports containing his photograph, each in a

The man with all the docu- 
ments, Francis P. Yockey, 47, 
one-time assistant county prose- 
cutor in Detroit, had been held in 
the city jail here under $50,000 
bail for trial on passport fraud 
charges. . 

Deputy Coroner James Prideaux 
said Yockey appeared to have 
poisoned himself: 

Tried to Escape 

Yockey, a native of Manistee, 
Mich., and a graduate of George- 
town and Notre Dame Law School, 
was picked up in Oakland June 
6 by the FBI. He tried to escape 
from Agent Robert Leonard by 
slamming a door on the G-man’s 
hand. 

The FBI said Yockey had 
used the passports on trips to 
England, Belgium and Germany. 
There was no indication of the 
purpose of these trips, 

Yockey’s body was found this 
morning by his cellmate, Adam 
Nieman, 55, who is ‘awaiting trial 
for theft.
